| 0. Santa's tunic.

Next comes his hat and head,
which are two marshmallows
placed one atop the other and
held together by a'toothpick,
one end being pushed into the
stem end of the apple. The
other end is covered by the
green gumdrop, making the
ball of the hat.

Santa’s face is the lower of
the two marshmallows. Two
cloves become Santa's eyes, A
spot of red nail polish gives
Santa a mouth and a cottun
beard glued over the mouth
gives the figure character and
dignity.

Fasten single marshmallows
on each side of the apple for
arms, capping the end of the

gumdrops. Santa then has his
mittens, The legs are marsh-
mallows placed lower down
and on the side of the apple
